The 
assertion is made by the interpreter, and a very 
probable assertion it is, that Captain Farwell was 
killed by the former king, in revenge for the mur- 
der of two natives. What follows? Atan im-

Cer- 
tainly it is one of the most perfidious and brutal 
transactions that have ever disgraced the inter- 
course of civilized men with savages! The cap- 
ture of Osceola, under the white flag, was not 
so atrocious. 

Is it possible that the Congress of a nation, 
professing to be Christian, will permit these acts 
of Commodore Perry, to pass without investiga-~ 
tion?

Numerous memorials against the annexation 
of Texas were presented in the Senate on the 
19th—one from citizens of Loudon county, Vir- 
inia.

The following case, detailed by the New Or- 
leans Picayune, is. indeed horrible. If true, it

We apprehend there are other cases of the 
‘same kind—-but, what can poor, ignorant, or- 
phan girls, strangers to our language, and utter-

“The principal of these suits is that of Sally 
Miller vs. John F. Miller. The plaintiff, in her 
petition for a trial, represents that she is a native 
of Germany, of honest parentage and legitimate 
birth, that in her early infancy her parents em- 
igrated. to Louisiana; that they soon after died 
while she (Sally) was yet of tender age, and too 
young either to assert or be aware of her rights; 
that she was illegally and feloniously seized by 
John F. Miller; was converted and seized as a 
slave—her natural liberty was debarred her— 
she was made to hold a place with negroes and 
those bound toservitude, and in every manner 
treated as aslave. For more than twenty years, 
she alleges, she suffered the hardships and pri- 
vations imposed only on the African race, and, 
as she believes, to the knowledgé and by the di- 
rect instrumentality of the said, John F. Miller, 
who did well know of ‘rer free birth, and. who, 
in defiance of all law, and in outrage of all moral 
obligation, did inflict on her wrongs which no 
time can alleviate and no remuneration adequate- 
ly compensate. She further alleges that she had 
three children. by Miller’s overseer, who is now 
dead; that two of these children, the eldest of 
whom is thirteen years of age, are still held as 
slaves; that on the 8th July, 1838, she was her- 
self publicly sold asa slave to Louis Belmonte, 
who still assumes ownership in her. For these, 
and all other grievances, she claims ftom John 
F. Miller for damages $10,000. 

_ The second suit which Sally Miller has brought 
is against Louis Belmonte, who bought her from 
Miller, and who now claims ownership in her.”

Indians on our Western Border. 
The Indians on our Western border are ad- 
vancing in the arts of civilized life. We trust 
they will go on maturing in strength and civili- 
zation. The Jackson Reformer says that Doak- 
town, one of the principal towns of the Choc- 
taw nation contains a church, twotaverns, eight 
stores with heavy stocks of goods, bakeries, and 
tailors, saddlers, carpenters, wheel-rights, and 
blacksmith sheps, &c., ranged in order upon 
streets. The Indian academy has gone into op- 
eration, and now numbers fifty pupils; and fifty 
more are expected in the ensuing month. 

The Van Buren (Ark.) Intelligencer says that 
the Upper Creek Indians are also making rapid 
strides in improvement. In O-poth-le-ho-lo’s 
towns, they have begun spinning and weaving, 
and many of the familiesare entirely clad in 
home made clothes. The Creek agent has been di- 
rected by the Government to establish four addi- 
tional schools. 

If this wise policy is steadily pursued, the 
civilization of the Indians upon our bordcrs will 
be gradually effected, and at the same time, they 
will be gradually amalgamated with our people- 
the only way indeed in which war on our fron- 
tiers can be prevented, and the primitive own- 
ers of the soil saved from extermination.

A more important de- 
cision, perhaps, in reiation to slavery, has never 
been made by the Supreme Court. We may of 
course expeet an account of it in the Reports. 
The paragraph in the Intelligencer, to which 
we allude, is.as follows. 


Circurr Court. 


“A case of much interest has been under the: 
consideration of the court and jury for the last 
three days, and is still inprogress. It is an action 
in which Emily Blue, a colored woman, sues John 
and Mary Williams and William S. Colquhon, to 
obtain her Freedom, on the ground of anillegal 
transportation from Virginia to the District of 
Columbia, under the act of Assembly of Mary- 
land of 1783, forbidding the removal of slaves 
from fone State toanother under certain restric- 


ducted by the learned counsel on both sides. 
Messrs. Clement Cox, Marbury and Radcliffe are 
counsel for the petitioner; Messrs. Brent, Hoban, 
and Carlisle are counsel for the defendants. The 
evidence in this interesting case not having been 
gone through when the court adjourned on Satur- 
day, at 3 o’clock, will be resumed this morning.” 
After the decision of the Supreme Court, there 
ean be no doubt, we presume, as to the result 
in this case. We may as well state here, that 
the law of Virginia, before the cession of her 
portion of the District of Columbia, was the same 
as that of Maryland, and that, her statute also 
was re-enacted by Congress. 

In view of all this, we see not how the slave 
trade can exist one moment in the District. In 
fact, there can be very few slaves there, of any 
kind, legally held. 


The Whigs and Liberty Men. 

The Gazette asks what we meant by our as- 
sertion, that it copied what it would not write. 
We meant to pay it the compliment of being less 
unfair, than the paper from which it copied. 
Such was the fair construction of our statement. 
{t says the Tribune “is good authority”—*a 
reliable journal.” We never said that, generally, 
it was not; but we do say, that so intense is its 
partisan zeal, so deep its animosity against the 
Liberty movement, it is not good authority, 
where anti-slavery men are concerned.—We will 
give asingle fact to prove it. Not many months 
since it asserted that James G. Birney was re- 
ceiving a large salary for his disinterested ser~ 
vices to the anti-slavery cause. Now, since 1840 
or?41 Mr. Birney has received no salary, has 
been no; lecturer, has had employment under 
no society—but, for several years past, has been 
living on his own land, andattending to his own 
business, in Michigan. The Tribune was ad- 
vised of the fact, but we never saw in its col- 
umns a retraction of the false statement. So 
much for ,its “reliableness,” where anti-slavery 
men are concerned. 

“The Herald says: ‘we have no fellowship 
with either of your parties” Stand aside, I am 
holier than thou. Is this a wise or truthful or 
religious spirit? May there not be some virtue 
in both parties—more of it in one than the 
other--and if so, how can the Herald overlook 
or disclaim sympathy with this virtue? But as if 
it had all the purity in the world. it denounces 
Whigs for their disingenuous tricks and unman- 
ly appeals, and disclaims fellowship with both 
parties! We must be content. So lordly and 
proud a spirit must have its way!” 


We have heard much talk about our “lordly 
and proud spirit.” Where shall we go to learn 
meekness? It seems to be the impression of 
some of our neighbors, that because we have 
been so often proscribed, and mobbed, and de- 
nounced by a great majority, we arescarcely en- 
titled to utter our sentiments frankly and without 
fear. They expect from us a sort of shuffling, 
cringing, hat-in-hand, by-your-leave-sir, kind of 
air, and deem us arrogant, for using the language 
of men, erect and unbrokenin spirit. We cannot 
fulfil their expectation, but shall continue the 
free utterance of our opinions just as if we had 
all the rights our neighbors enjoy. 

‘“‘May there not be some virtue in beth par- 
ties? asks our friend. The question was an- 
swered in the last paragraph of the very article 
on which he founds his charge against us of as- 
suming superior holiness. What was our lan- 
guage? “Our fellow citizens who belong to these 
parties, we respect; their principles or rather 
their feelings are doubtless against Slavery. On 
this ground we found our hope of ultimate suc- 
cess.” Why did not the Gazette quote this pas- 
sage to show our exclusive spirit? 

But our offence consists in this—the declara- 
tion that “we have no fellowship with either of 
your parties.” “Lerdly aud proud” this is, is it 
not? Suppose the Gazette should disclaim, as 
it has done, a thousand times, any fellowship 


with the democratic party—would it be thought 
amiss? “What!? cries a philosophical  Demo- 
crat—“No fellowship with us? Behold the Phar- 
isee! Stand thou there, Iam holier than thou!” 
Che meaning of our declaration was this—we 
have no fellowship with either the Whig or Dem- 
ocratic organizations, because they subsist by 
compromise with slavery—or with their general 
course of policy, because it is controlled by sla- 
very.

Standing by itself, this letter furnishes not the 
slightest ground for the charge; fur there is noth- 
ing in its language, that can lead to the suspic- 
ion of its being addressed to any other than an- 
ti-elavery men. 

2d. The assertion of the Journal that this let- 
ter is addressed to. Van Buren politicians. This 
is simply an assertion. If it be true, let the 
names of the politicians tu whom it is addressed 
be forthcoming. Until something more than 
the naked assertiom is furnished, no sensible 
man will deem it any evidence at all. 

3d. The circular from which the Journal 
sopied was addressed to a leading supporter of 
Mr. Van Buren. As this assertion is made in 
relation to an individuak from whom the circular 
seems to have been procured, we will admit its 
truth ; for while we would discredit a mere gea- 
eral statement of the Journal, having the ap- 
pearance rather of an inference, than any thing 
else, we do not feel at liberty to question a pos- 
itive assertion, in relation to a particular case, 
where the presumption is, that it speaks from 
certain knowledge. 

This last statement then, is the only evidence 
on which this charge of a coalition rests. Now, 
we repeat, to make this conclusive against E. 
W. Goodwin, it should be shown that he addres- 
sed the circular, and that he addressed it, know- 
ing the person to whom it was sent, to be a Van 
Buren politician. And. to make it conclusive a- 
gainst the New York Executive Committee, it 
should be shown, that Mr. Goodwin pursued such 
a policy by the consent or concurrence of that 
committee. 

In the absence of any evidence on these 
points, and in the absence of any statements 
from the accused party, we submit to our neigh- 
bor of the Gazette, whether a man sincerely 
desirous of knowing the truth, ought not to hold 
his judgment in abeyance, until additional light 
is thrown upon the matter.

Im portant Decision. 

The Louisville Journal notices an important 
decision made by the Cireuit Court of the Uni- 
ted States for the District of Arkansas, on the 
4th inst. The case was that of an indictment 
of Alberty, an Indian, for the murder of a white 
man, beyond the limits of the State of Arkan- 
sas, and in the Indian country. 

“The question of the jurisdiction of the court 
over the offence was made and argued by coun- 
sel. Judge Daniel delivered the opinion that the 
court could not take crgmiannce of the case, and 
the prisoner was discharged. Judge Johnson 
stated that he had previously maintained the 
jurisdiction of the court in such cases, but he 
had become entirely satisfied of his error, and. 
now concurred in opinion with Judge Daniel. 
The decision is a most important one, and caus: 
ed the district attorney to enter a nolle qua 
in twenty-five criminal cases, in some, of which 
the defendants, being then in custoly, were dis- 
charged.”” 

In the-case of McDaniel, tried in the circuit 
court at St. Louis, for the murder of the Santa 
Fe trader, Chavis in our Western territory, the 
court committed the case to the jury with the 
single remark, says the St. Louis Republican, that 
“they were Judges of the jurisdiction & and the 
facts.” The jury rendered their verdictwguilty 
of murder, as charged in the indictment. The 
two decisions seem to clash.

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is one of the most thorough partisans in the 
Union. His hatred of the Liberty party exceeds, 
if possible, his hatred of the Van Buren men. It 
is easy to see how such a man should be impos 
ed upon by such a story. Surely, fair-minded 
persons will receive his statement, with much 
abatement. 

We cannot assert that what he says is untrue, 
but from what we know of the policy of Liberty 
men, we believe it is, Their object is, to spread 
before the péople the acts and sentiments of 
Henry Clay in regard to Duelling and Slavehold- 
ing; afd also the acts and sentiments of Martin 
Van Buren in relation to the great cause of hu- 
man liberty. To do this, they are preparing 
tracts, to be circulated gratuitously. Thus far 
we speak with certain knowledge, Now we 
suppese that in Albany, a few Van Buren men, 
imagining that something was to be gained to 
their side, by the Henry Clay tract, made some 
insignificant contributions—just as it may be ex- 
pected a few Whigs will do, when the Van 
Buren tract shall be issued—and all this with- 
out any concert with the Liberty men, or “ foul 
coalition.” 

As to there being evidently a complete under- 
standing between the Van Buren and Abolition 
leaders, to defeat Henry Clay, there is evidently 
no such thing. The Liberty men have not a 
whit more sympathy with Van Buren than Clay: 
they seek to advance their own principles, and 
to secure voters for their own eandidates; and the 
more voters they win, by honorable means, 
whether from the Whig or Democratic ranks, the 
better. They believe the country would be the 
gainer if both political organizations were brok- 
en up, for both subsist, by compromise with 
slavery. : 

A word tothe Tribune. It ill becomes you 
and your associates, to cry out against a coalition 
between Liberty men and Van Buren men, when 
you have been making strenuous and shame- 
less efforts to effect a coalition between Aboli- 
tionists and Whigs to defeat Martin Van Buren. 
If it would be treacherous for Liberty men to 
coalesce with the Democrats for the sake of your 
overthrow, it would be no less treacherous for 
them to coalesce with you for the sake of aver- 
throwing your opponents. And yet, to such 
treachery as this, have you been tempting them! 
Away with these disingenuous tricks, these un- 
manly appeals! We have no fellowship with 
either of your parties; and against you both we 
have resolved to battle, net by stratagem or in- 
directness, or in disguise, but openly, fairly, by 
argument and at the ballot box. 

And here we would just say to our friends— 
we cannot be too careful to avoid even the ap- 
pearance of evil. If we have tracts to print. let 
us print them with our own money, and that 
which may be contributed by those who are 
friendly; if we have tracts to circulate, let them 
be circulated by those who are anxious to en- 
lighten the public mind, and not to build up one 
pro-slavery party at the expense of another. 

As we have obtained within a few weeks 
several hundred subscribers to our weekly pa- 
per, who are generally Whigs and Democrats, 

we would just say to them, that in charging 
their respective parties with pro-slavery, we 
mean to assert, that the policy of their party lead- 
ers on the question of slavery has always ten- 
ded to build ‘up this evil. Our fellow-citizens 
who belong to these parties, we respect; their 
principles, or rather their feelings, are doubt- 
less against slavery. On this ground we found 


our hope of ultimate success. Let us but gain 
their ear, and we trust we may be able to lay 


before them such facts and arguments, as shall 
convince them, that the old political organiza- 
tions are not to be trusted on the Great Question 
of this day and this country. And we do hope, 
they will give us the credit of acting. fairly be- 
twixt beth parties, until they have some better 
evidence of the contrary, than the loose, heated 
assertions of prejudiced, over-zealous partisans.
